NEW YORK, October6.—The struggle which 
began yesterday only ended atone o’clock 
yesterday, when, after a bitter contest in 
which defiant and sarcastic speeches were 
made onthe Stalwart side, the convention 
decided not to reorganize the party 


in this city and Brooklyn. This Stalwart_ vic- 
tory was gained by the striking fear of the half- 
breeds that the machine would defeat tne tick- 
et.

‘WITNESS FEES. 


How the Police Come in for a Large Share 
of the spoils. 

The monthly salary of the St. Louis police- 
man is$75, but by some sharp practice oflicers 
doing down town duty usually increase their 
income from $5 to $15 a month during the busy 
portion of the year. In the Criminal Court 

lice an day of the .- week  dur- 
oo the . sessions of that tribunal 
and the investigations of the grand jary a line 
of blue coats waiting to claim witness’ fee3 
can be seen. The modus operandi of the bus-i- 
ness isthis: An officer arrests a man commit- 
tingafelony; theofficers on the adjoining 
beats are present, though they take no hand. 


The sergeant of the precinct wusu- 
ally has his notice culled to the 
matter, and occasionally the officer at 


the station, so that besides the officer making 
the arrest, the only necessary witness in the 
ease, there are three or four other olticers 
ready to testify tothe facts. The arresting of- 
ficer swears out the warrant and hands to the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney the names of all 


the officers and serzeant-s who had 
any connection with the case what- 
ever. After three or four continuances 


in the Court of Criminal] Correction, for each 
of which every witness draws fifty cents, the 
case goes to’the grand jury, when they get 31 
for each day’s attendance, andthe case goes 
tothe Criminal Court, where they draw the 
same amount perdiem. Sothatwhen the case 
is disposed of they have from $s to $15 coming 


to them. In the McQueen care . some 
of the police, whose testimony 
was not worth the paper § it was 


reported on, drew $12 witness; fees, while the 
principal witness, who heard McQueen's con- 
tession of the kiliing and saw the woman be- 
fore she died, oniv drew $9. <A thorough 
examination of the facts to waoich witnesses 
can testify betore the courts would do away 
with this and save the city thousands of dol- 
lars a year.

Secretary Blaiie will retire as early as he 
reully wishes todo. The storythat Mr. Blaine 
Wishes toremain inthe Cabinet is not true.

An Arkansas Tragedy.

September 23 Dr. Howard Edmunds,of Drew 
county, Arkansas, was convicted at Warren, 
Bradley county, of the murder of Miss Sallie 
Watson, his cousin and sister-in-law. Ed- 
munds boldly boasted that he killed her be- 
cause he knew her to be enceinte, and further 
developments would cause trouble inthe fam- 
ily, and he wanted to get her out of the way.

That was the only speech 
made, and all of them began to saunter over to 
the jail, when anidea struck another member 
of the gang. 

‘*] think we’d better give the hound a 
chance,’’ said he. ‘'l move we play seven-up 
for it.”' 

The novelty of this suggestion captured the 
crowd. A balt was called, several decks of 
cards proffered, one selected, and two men 
were cbosen to represent Edmunds and two to 
play forthe mob. 

It so bappened thatthetwo menwho were 
Playirg for Edmunds were experts at seven- 
up. One of them was a newspaper man, 
whose namelI will not mention for fear of 
imperiling my life. They played along very 
evenly at first. The crowd grouped all around 
them, considerably more interested now than 
thev bad been at the prospect of a mere lynch- 
ing. The game continued even for some time, 
until the newspaper man made three points 
and won the man’s life and the game. The 
crowd were considerably disgusted, but they 
consoled themselves with the thought that 
they had seen a good game of seven-up. 

The sentiment in Drew county was very 
strong against Edmunds, and he got a change 
of venue to Bradlev county, whereit was ex- 
pected ajury could be bought at favorable 
terms.

The only change is 
that where he asks for hose of the ‘best 
quality,’ I change these words to ‘very best 
extra quality,’ which has brought 
out a better grade than we have 
had before. I advertise for just what Mr. 
Sexton asks, and have nothing whatever to 
do with the buying of the hose. I simply 
award the contracts to the lowest bidder.” 

‘‘Is this the case every time hose is sup- 
plied?” 

“Yes, sir. I am governed in by advertise- 
ment by arequisition similar to the one I 
have shown you and signed by Mr. Sexton.’’

Paris Correspondence London News. i 
her night I passed three hours at the 
Palas de Industrie. My visual nerves were 
no wore tired than if I had been staying on a 
fine summer day under the shade of lime 
trees. ‘Two gréat jets of lizht diverge from 
the round windows above the great door of 
the exhibition towards the Arch of Triumph 
and the Place dela Concorde. The tree tops 
on which some of the rays full look as if 
silvered over. The obelisk of Luxor might 
bea pileof snow, to judge of it from its 
whiteness. Itis five hundred meters from 
the lamp hgrnaye: the mass of light, which 
appears like the tail of a comet, and is so 
strong that, standing in the Place de la Con- 
corde,any one tearned in Egyptian hiero- 
yphics could decipher those on the obelisk. 
r. Godell’s electoral addresses at the cor- 
ner of the Rue de Boetie (formerly Rue de 
Oratoire) can be read also.

All the twenty-four hours 
they are exposed tothe rays of strong elec- 
trical lamps. It would appear that to some 
extent the chemical action of this light will 
enable gardeners to dispense with manure. 
The arc light generally meets with less fa- 
vor from the public than the system by incan- 
descence, on account of the crudity of its 
glare and the fatiguing effect it produces on 
the eyes, but an ingenious way has been dis- 
covered for doing away with this objection, 
and at the same time for giving more power 
than the Edison Swan lamp would give. The 
system is the invention of Douce & (0., a very 
appropriate name, for the softness of the 
light is all that could be desired.

s Caviare for the Germant’ 

From the Wilmington Every Evening. 
Wilmington probably has the largest stur- 
geon fishing firm in the oon y : t employs 
some thirty or forty nets, all told, on the Del- 
aware, ten of which are fished by the month. 
A schooner is kept busyin the ice trade and 
a steamer accompanies the boats. While the 
men are fishing, the steamer moves from boat 
to boat, taking on the sturgeons as fast as 
caught, dressing them on the boat and taking 
the cay are fromthem. ‘Fhe seines in which 
the fish are caught are about 200 fathoms long, 
are 32 meshes deep and are made of 32-cotton 
twine. The firm uses threetons of cotton 
twine a year. The season commences about 
April 1, and should close about July 1. so as 
te fishh to give a chance to spawn. As it is,the 
river is fished clear upto the freezing time. 
Speaking of caviare,mentionedjabove,it should 
be stated that it is the spawn of the fish and is 
a favorite sauce, particularly with the Ger- 
mans. It consistssimply of the fish eggs, 
properly cured, and epicures regard it very 
highly. Many hundred kegs are shipped to 
Germany each year. The firm, after much 
trouble, is able to put up the caviare very 
nicely with a patent preparation.
